An explanation of fees ihat can 


be charged^farmers who place cot- 
ton from the'1944 crop in govern 
ment loan was made this week by 
Earl Mni'tindalej chairman :oi! the 
Hempstead County Tnple-A com 
mitlee.

Cotton Loan 
Fees Explained 
by Tuiple^A 


An explanation of fees ihat can 


be charged^farmers who place cot- 
ton from the'1944 crop in govern 
ment loan was made this week by 
Earl Mni'tindalej chairman :oi! the 
Hempstead County Tnple-A com 
mitlee. 


Note and lonrragreemelils accept- 
ed by the Commodity Credit-Cor- 
poration must be executed b> pei 
sons approved by the state Triple-A 
committee upon recommendation 
of the county Triple-A committee. 
Employees of. Production Credit 
Association, banks which have been 
approved, by the CCC as, lending 
agencies, warehouses which have 
been approved 
for sorting 
loan 
cotton and county Tripue^A offices 
may be approved as clerks. Other 
persons may be approved on special

Fees to be charged by clerks for
